The Boston Fire. 

The first rumors of the extent of the fire which 
has desolated so large a part of the business por¬ 
tion of Boston raised general fears that the book 
trade would be found to be a chief sufferer by the 
calamity. This trade centres on Washington street, 
just across from the burnt district, Lee& Shepard’s 
store being directly opposite the Old South Church, 
and several others within a few numbers on either 
side. Considerable anxiety was felt among the 
trade in this city who had interests at stake in Bos¬ 
ton, and several went on at once. It proves, how¬ 
ever, that the book trade has suffered almost least 
of any. According to the most careful estimates, 
the total loss of the trade is about $250,000, but 
this includes the loss of the Boston “ Pilot,” owned 
and published by Mr. Patrick Donahoe, the well- 
known publisher of Catholic prayer-books and 
other literature. His building was totally destroy¬ 
ed,with the plant of his paper and a considerable 
stock of book plates and sheets, aggregating half 
that amount, or $125,000. With characteristic 
vigor he appeared at once in a card, saying that he 
was proud to state he was fully able to sustain his 
losses, and that he would recommence at once. 
“ The Pilot office is at 260 Washington street un¬ 
til the granite building goes up again in the old 
place.” 

Lee & Shepard, the great Boston jobbers, had a 
happy escape, which seemed almost miraculous. 
Their very many friends throughout the country 
will be glad to learn that the rumors of losses by 
them, said at the start to be from $30,000 to $60,000, 
were entirely exaggerated. Their losses, we are 
informed on the very best authority, will not exceed 
$13,000, which is fully insured in non-Boston com¬ 
panies. The immense stock of goods in the'r 
Washington street store was scarcely damaged, 
since the saving of the Old South protected it from 
all but the after-explosions of gas, which broke in 
the windows, and the loss is therefore chiefly from 
goods in the two huge lofts in Milk street, used by 
them for storage and packing. As the Evening 


Post well says : Only such persons as have entered 
the building and seen Messrs. Lee & Shepard’s 
accumulations can have an idea of the magnitude 
of the stock or the utter impossibility of removing 
it before the rapid onset of a raging fire. Their 
own publications alone are so numerous, and such 
large editions of them are demanded by the trade, 
that they would fill a building of considerable di¬ 
mensions. Thousands of readers in different parts 
of the country who have been accustomed to look 
with eagerness for the new volumes of the many 
“ series” issued by Lee & Shepard, will rejoice that 
hey escaped the fire, and Boston itself will recog¬ 
nize the good fortune, in the midst of a great calam¬ 
ity, which spared to it so important a business 
agency in the interests of education and literature.” 

Brewer &/Tileston, 17 Milk street, have but their 
entire stock on hand of Worcester’s Dictionaries, 
which fortunately was small, and of their other pub¬ 
lications—fully covered by insurance. Wool worth, 
Ainsworth & Co.’s manufactory of copy and school¬ 
books was in the heart of the burnt district, and is v 
a total loss. We have as yet no particulars as to 
their insurance. Jas. R. Osgood & Co. had $10,000 
to $15,000 worth of steel plates and other goods in 
storage in that partjof the city, but their stock was 
well insured. R. Worthington's store, adjoining 
the Old South, with $30,000 to $40,000 stock of 
valuable English books, was almost miraculously 
saved. Some of the stores in Washington street 
lose a few hundred dollars each from the 
breakage of their windows by the heat, and this is 
about all. 

The influence of the Boston fire will not be great 
upon the trade at large, except that the impover¬ 
ishment of many wealthy Bostonians will reduce 
the number of purchasers of holiday and other fine 
books somewhat. \

FROM PHILADELPHIA . 

Philadelphia, Nov. 11. —The holiday books are 
already making their appearance and augur a bril¬ 
liant season. Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger lead 
off with an elegant set of juveniles, well calculated 
to open youthful eyes and parental pockets, while 
other houses are but little behind in attractive 
specimens, and not at all in number of volumes. 
The rew history of “Jack and Jill ” by “ Grandpa 
Gobright,” as the author is affectionately termed 
by the Washington fraternity of quill-drivers, which 
was announced in the last of these epistles, is now 
on the shelves. Jt is a small 121110, grotesquely 
illustrated, and details the domestic history of John 
and Gillian at greater length than their “ Mother 
Goose ” saw fit to give to it. The story is couched 
in simple rhyme, with a sly admixture of wisdom, 
and fits old children as well as young ones. Never¬ 
theless, truth compels me to say that both Shakes¬ 
peare and Byron, in some of their highest flights, 
produced better poetry than this. The young chil¬ 
dren will t}e better pleased with Miss McKeever’s 
latest effort to amuse them, “The Nursery 
Treasury,” with its droll stories and its bright 
pictures, which are still more droll; and they will 
be especially delighted with “ The Nursery Rattle,” 
in which Anne L. Huber sings for them—a strain 
somewhat uneven, more’s the pity—and Hermann 
Faber draws for them a dozen handsome chromo¬ 
lithographs. This is a most tastily gotten up book, 
and ought to have a large sale, lor no expense 
seems to have been spared to make its mechanical 
execution all that could be desired. Juveniles of a 
more advanced order just issued by this house are : 
“Bertram Raymond; or, the Cruise of the Dol¬ 
phin,” an exciting story for boys ; “Dolly’s Reso¬ 
lutions,” a pleasant ditto for girls, and “Gold, 
Frankincense and Myrrh,” a well-written religious 
story, with an Episcopalian bias. 

Claxton, Remsen & Haffelfinger have also re¬ 
cently undertaken the publication of Mr. B. F. 
Barrett’s works, that gentleman, who seems to 
have a predilection for changing, having transferred 
to them his plates from Lippincott & Co., his 
formef publishers. I think I have alluded to Mr. 
Barrett and his writings before. He was a Metho¬ 
dist minister, but having become convinced of the 
truth of Swedenborgianism he left the Methodist 
Church, went over to the new light, and now has 
charge of a congregation of that ilk somewhere up 
town. A short time ago he displayed, to what I 
fear was a somewhat indifferent public, “ The New 
View of Hell, showing its nature, whereabouts, 
duration, and how to escape it.” In this, he argues 
that Methodism is but a stepping-stone to the 
higher religion taught by Swedenborg—a kind of 
primary arithmetic, as it were, to Swedenborg’s 
algebra—and that the neophyte having, like him¬ 
self, mastered the elementary doctrine, should not 
rest until, like him, he has sounded the mysteries 
of the more abstruse belief. I have read “The 
New View of Hell,” for it was a subject in which, 
for aught I knew, I might be interested some day, 
and I thought it as well to be posted; and whether 
it was because my intellectual attainments were 
not sufficiently great, or whether I was not yet well 
enough up in my Methodism I know not, but all I 
could make out of the new view of the place un¬ 
mentionable, was a region accurately fitted to afford 
its inmates the greatest possible enjoyment. Not 
an enjoyment of a refined character, it is true, but 
such as the doomed, who, according to Swedenborg 
and Barrett, carry all their passions with them, 
would find most congenial to their tastes. To the 


drunkard it is a perpetual rum-shop, with free 
liquor all the time, and no local option-law ; to the 
gambler, it is a perennial Baden-Baden; to the 
spendthrift, it affords unequalled opportunities for 
disbursing money, and to the miser, excellent 
chances for saving and hoarding it; in short, Hell, 
according to this doctrine, is Hell only to the good, 
who have no occasion for it, while to the wicked, 
who are supposed to suffer in it, it is the only con¬ 
genial abiding place; their Hell would be in Heav¬ 
en, where they would be forced to lead a new and 
distasteful life. 

But though I cannot see how such a Hell as that 
could be worth having, Mr. Barrett can, and he 
argues for it in his book as well, I suppose, as such 
an absurd theory could be argued. Besides “The 
New View of Hell,” Claxton, Remsen & Haffel¬ 
finger have recently published for him a new 
edition of his “Letters on the Divine Trinity,” 
addressed to Henry Ward Beecher, and a volume 
of “Lectures on the New Dispensation, signified 
by the New Jerusalem of the Apocalypse.” This 
last is perfectly in order. When any religious 
thinker—if half crazy, so much the better—has 
nothing else to worry over, he turns to the 
Apocalypse as naturally as a duck takes to water. 
The grand old revelation has withstood the ravages 
of hundreds of inquirers, and I presume Mr. Bar¬ 
rett has as good a right to search there as anybody. 
If he mines iron pyrites for gold, he has at least 
had plenty of predecessors. « 

J. B. Lippincott & Co., have just ready, the 
“History of Sculpture, from the Earliest Ages to 
the Present Time,” by Dr. Wilhelm Liibke, Profes¬ 
sor of Art History, at the Polytechnicum at Street- 
gart, translated by F. E. Bunnett. This work is in 
two volumes, imperial 8vo, price $20. I have not 
had time to examine it, and so give the publishers’ 
comments on it—reserving the right to make my 
own remarks in my next letter : 

“ This admirable work,” say the publishers, 
“apart from its general merit, enjoys the distinction 
of being the first general history of the plastic 
art ever given to the world. The author has 
devoted himself to his task with the ardor of an 
enthusiast, and with the practiced discrimination of 
an able critic and experienced teacher.” “My 
leading idea,” says Professor Lubke, in his preface, 
“ has been, above all, to support my representations 
by , personal inspection of the monuments of art, 
and, as far as possible, to see everything, and to 
judge of everything for myself. This has been done 
with regard to Oriental and Greek sculpture by 
studies in the British Museum ; with regard to an¬ 
tique art, by a long sojourn among the collections 
of Italy ; and lastly, in no small measure,by repeat¬ 
ed visits to the Crystal Palace, Sydenham. . . . 

Special care has been bestowed on the illustrations, 
for which I have procured, as far as I was able, good 
prints, photographs and engravings, and have had 
copies taken from them, which, for the most part, 
are in themselves small works of art, and an orna¬ 
ment to the book.” 

Lippincott has published also “A Journey to 
Egypt and the Holy Land, in 1869-70,” by Dr. 
Henry M. Harmon, of Dickinson College ; “ Aris¬ 
tophanes,” by the Rev. W. Lucas Collins, being 
Vol. XIV. of the series of “Ancient Classics for 
English Readers ” ; a “ Boy’s Book about Indians,” 
by Rev. E. B. Tuttle, which is a little too sensa¬ 
tional ; and new editions of Goodrich’s “ Man 
Upon the Sea,” and Lieut. Habersham’s “My 
Last Cruise,” the latter an account of the author’s 
share in the North Pacific Exploring Expedition in 
1852. The Philadelphia Medical Times , published 
by this house, now appears weekly instead of semi¬ 
monthly, as heretofore. It is a valuable periodical 
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for the profession, numbering among its writers the 
best medical authorities of this and other cities, but 
it is terribly dry to the nun-professional reader. 

Porter & Coates have about ready their “ Seven 
Kings of the Seven Hills,” announced in my last. 
It is a capital resume of ancient Roman history, 
and tells its story in a pleasant, readable way, 
barring a little moralizing at the end of each chap¬ 
ter, which the intelligent child will soon learn to 
skip. They are also about to issue a collection of 
“Common Sayings, Words and Customs, their 
Origin and History,” selected by Henry James 
Loaring. This is an American edition of an 
English vyork. The contents show much varied 
reading, and explain a great many unfami’iar things. 
The book is a kind of vide meciun for the curious. 

Henry Carey Baird will publish in a few days 
“The Unity of Law, as exhibited in the Re¬ 
lations of Physical, Social, Mental and Moral 
Science,” by Henry C. Carey. This, Mr. Baird 
claims, will be the hardest blow the free-traders 
have ever received. It will be tariff to the last 
page, and Mr. Carey’s well-known ability as a 
writer is sufficient guarantee that it will be worth 
reading. 

E. H. Butler & Co. have recently published 
“ The Etymological Reader,” by Epes Sargent and 
Amasa May. The peculiarity of this work consists 
in a well-prepared compilation of words, their 
definitions, derivations and relations, which follows 
each selection. The reading exercises, too, are 
judiciously selected, and the “ dress ” of the whole 
is in the neat style for which Butler & Co. have 
gained a reputation. The illustrations in this, as 
in all their other books, are new and executed in 
the most careful manner; they are very fine. A 
“Junior Speaker’’will be the next volume from 
Butler’s press. This is by “ William Oxford ”—a 
notn deplu?ne—axi& will contain a large number of 
new and well-arranged dialogues. Over fifty wood- 
cuts will adorn the book, which is intended for 
children under twelve years. A “ Senior Speaker” 
by the same author is in preparation. 

John E. Potter & Co. will soon publish the first 
number of a “Complete Bible Emlyclopsedia,” a 
magnificent 4to of two thousand panes, to be issued 
in parts. This is under the editorship of Rev. 
William Blackwood, D. D., LL. D. It has already 
been nearly a year in preparation. The specimen 
pages show careful writing and excellent ty¬ 
pography. 

H. N. McKinney & Co., who have been long 
quiescent, are about to re-enter the ranks of the 
active publishers. Their first venture will be a 
novel, entitled “Men are What Women make 
Them,” translated from the French of Adolph 
Belot, by Julia M. Furbish. It will be ready about 
December 5th. 

There is more to be said—for new books are 
coming out rapidly —but I will not trespass further 
on your space. H. C. S. 


FROM PORTLAND. 

Portland, Nov. 9 . —In spite of the difficulties 
arising from the horse distemper, the world moves 
on, and two new ventures in the newspaper line are 
abuut to be launched on the uncertain sea of popu¬ 
lar favor and patronage. The unexpected births 
and sudden deaths of newspapers—the offspring of 
the busy brains of literary devotees—is getting to be 
alarmingly prevalent, and it is to be hoped that 
some kind of treatment may be discovered for pro¬ 
ducing more hardy and longer lived specimens, or 
that vigorous measures will be taken to prevent the 
world from being burdened with their support dur- 
.ng their brief but expensive existence. 


Trade Circular. 


The more important of the two is the new weekly, 
which has received the comprehensive cognomen of 
The State. It is to be devoted to commercial, in¬ 
dustrial and social interests, independent in politics, 
and promises “ that it will be thoroughly devoted 
to the people’s interests.” The names of Gen. 
Chamberlain, Hon. Thomas Russell, Rev. A. A. 
Miner, Dr. George B. Loring, and many other 
prominent gentlemen are announced as contributors. 
Hon. Enoch Knight, formerly editor and proprietor 
of the Star , will conduct the paper, which is to be 
issued by the State Publishing Association, in an 
eight-page quarto form. 

The other new comer is trailed The North-East — 
rather a chilly name considering the season of the 
year, yet perhaps a happy one as indicating the 
field that it intends to occupy. If a long-felt want 
of means for communicating with their flock, which 
is scattered throughout. the length and Lreadth ot 
this great State, is any justificati< n for resorting to 
such a desperate undertaking as the publication of 
a newspaper, then certainly the Episcopal Church 
for the Diocese of Maine may claim it in their 
defence, if required to account for their temerity. 
The object of the paper is well-defined, ai d the 
present editor, Rev. C* W. Hayes, is eminently 
well qualified to guide and conduct it in such a 
manner that in quietly filling its own peculiar 
mission, it shall speedily become so necessary to 
those for whom it is designed, that they will wonder 
why they did not earlier avail themselves of such a 
pleasant medium of communicating their Diocesan 
news. An experimental number was issued in July, 
and the favor with which it was received led to the 
completion of arrangements for its regular monthly 
issue. Messrs. Hoyt, Fogg & Breed will take 
charge of the publishing department. The size and 
form is similar to that of the Nation. 

The enterprising publishers, Messrs. Hoyt, Fogg 
& Breed, have just issued an extremely useful little 
manual, bearing the rather taking title of “Hints 
About Business.” It is designed for young men, 
but many older heads will find some suggestions 
which may be of service, while the numerous forms 
it contains will be found convenient for reference. 
Teachers of the public schools, who are often 
requested by scholars to explain commercial terms, 
will find it very desirable, since it will “ post ” them 
up in some matters with which they may not be 
familiar. The book is endorsed by first-class 
business men and lawyers, and is having a large 
sale. 

The time of publication of the business edition 
of the Maine State Year-Book, which this house 
has issued for the past three years, is to be 
changed from fall to spring of the year. Two 
editions a year have been issued heretofore, that 
which appeared in the spring being prepared 
expressly for the State Legislature. The business 
edition will be om tted this fall, and in future only 
one edition will be published—to appear about the 
first ot May—when a sufficiently large number will 
be printed to supply the State and the public. 
This work contains United States and Maine 
statistics, and the names of all the public profes¬ 
sional and business men of every town and city in 
the State, and is very desirable to all who have 
dealings with its citizens.

The Birds of Florida, a valuable contribution to 
American ornithology, by C. J. Maynard, who 
spent three seasons in that State for the purpose, 
is to be published by the Naturalists’ Agency, 
Salem, Mass., in twelve parts, quarto, each pp. 32, 
at $1 each, or $10 for the entire work. It will 
contain original descriptions of upwards of 250 
species, with interesting notes on their habits, etc.; 
and a special feature will be the five fine plates 
drawn and colored from nature by Helen S. 
Farley. 

The Lillingstones of Lillingstone is the title of 
of a well written novel, by Emma Jane Worbboise, 
which Dodd & Mead will publish in an octavo of 
423 pages, with some half-dozen illustrations- It 
is a straightforward tale of a well-born family, 
whose members are of various striking characters : 
Helen poetic and impracticable, Mildred rash and 
unselfish, Bertha genteel and sordid, Katty earnest 
and sweet. The girls have their several character¬ 
istic loves: Helen’s engagement being cruelly 
broken, Bertha marrying for money and repenting 
bitterly, the others finding their true mates and 
deep happiness. The story has a religious cast, 
the chief lesson being the need of a loving depend¬ 
ence on the will of God. The characters are well 
drawn, and the simple home narrative proceeds 
very attractively and concludes satisfactorily. 

Liza, which has been adopted as the title for the 
translation into English by the leading English 
student of Russian, W. R. S. Ralston, of Ivan 
Turgenift’s novel, “ A Nest of Nobles,” will be 
the next volume in Holt & Williams’ popular 
“ Leisure Hour Series.” This writer is one of the 
great masters of fiction of the world, and the prefa¬ 
tory paper on him by Mr. Ralston is an interesting 
feature of this book. “Liza” is one of his most 
remarkable works, dealing somewhat with the 
social progress of Russia, portraying the life and 
customs of its higher classes, and giving the 
acute descriptions in brief of remarkably individual 
creations for which Turgenieff is noted. Its 
nationality lends it a freshness and originality here 
even above that which it has at home. The plot 
turns upon usual events, and the greatness of the 
story is in the depth of its knowledge of life. 

Elsie’s Girlhood, being a sequel to “Elsie 
Dinsmore” and “Elsie’s Holidays,” by Martha 
Farquharson, will be published immediately by 
Dodd & Mead, in a i2mo of 422 pages, with 
several illustrations. It narrates Elsie’s experience 
from youth to womanhood, her loves, and her 
engagement. She appears as a girl of high 
Christian principle, the most prominent virtue 
being the willing obedience she renders to her 
loving father. This saves her from great unhappi¬ 
ness, preventing her at one time from wedding a 
romantic invalid, at another from joining herself to 
a fortune-hunting scoundrel. The true lover comes 
at last, one who has waited through all, and the 
story ends happily. There are numerous other 
characters whose varied lives illustrate, positively 
or negatively, the value of the virtue of obedience. 

Margaret is the title of a sweet, persuasive story 
by C. C. Fraser-Tytler, which Dodd & Mead 
will shortly publish in a i2mo of 363 pages, embel¬ 
lished with numerous illustrations. The tale is a 


simple one of a woman who sacrificed herself for 
her ambitious and visionary brother. He wrote, 
and despised being a “ penny-a-liner ”; she 
painted, and eked out their slender resources. 
Her pictures meet high favor at length, and she 
receives means to study in Rome. She is loved 
also, but denies herself. Not the least interesting 
among the well-drawn characters are the chil¬ 
dren over whom Margaret has charge, two 
little philosophers and very lovable sprites. A 
thread of vigorous Christian thought runs through 
the narrative, informing it with beauty, and making 
it hopeful and helpful. With all its sadness the 
book is very attractive, and will receive, as it 
deserves, a good and wide reception. 

Doeliinger on Christian Reunion_The re¬ 

markable lectures on “ The Reunion of the 
Churches,” delivered at Munich last spring by the 
great leader of the Old Catholics, Dr. von 
Doeliinger, have not as yet been published in 
Germany, except in unauthoritative newspaper 
reports but a distinguished English Ritualist— 
Rev. H. N. Oxenham—has, with, his sanction, 
translated them into English, and the volume will 
be published immediately in this country by Dodd 
& Mead, i2mo, cloth, pp. 165. This is perhaps 
the most important religious volume of the year, 
prefaced, as it is, with a paper by a representa¬ 
tive of the Church of England, seconding Dr. 
Doellinger’s appeal for the reunion of Christendom 
on the Old Catholic platform. The German scholar 
believes that the chief impediments in the way of re¬ 
union are the late claims of the Roman Papacy, and 
he confidently looks forward to the suicidal fall of 
the Jesuits as paving the way to a rejection of the 
doctrines of infallibility and universal supremacy. 
He believes that the Greek, Roman, and “ Anglo- 
Catholic ” churches may then meet on the same 
ground, which is found in historical return to 
former general beliefs, and sees opportunity for the 
admission of other dissenters on the theory that 
the one Catholic Church is invisible as well as 
visible, and includes all who have enjoyed Christian 
baptism and have not voluntarily departed from the 
true faith. This book must be read by all clergy¬ 
men, and a wide class of general readers will also 
call for it.

literature in a form that fairly represents its riches 
and impresses the reader with a just idea of its 
origin, the stages of its growth, and its reciprocal 
relations to civilization and Christianity.

Wagner’s Beethoven, translated by Albert

The Fourth Music Reader, by Eichberg, 
Sharland, Holt, ard Mason (Ginn Bros.), is one of 
the best works of the kind we have ever seen. It has 
a large amount of suggestive matter for the teachers 
of vocal music in public schools, and that too of 
the best class, and to it is appended a large variety 
of part songs, anthems, and patriotic songs for 
practice, selected generally with great good judg¬ 
ment and arranged with admirable skill. The mer¬ 
its of this work are so numerous that they almost 
incline us to overlook the minor defects, the most 
important of which we conceive to be that the mu¬ 
sic is not sufficiently of a progressive character, 
there being too long a step between the simpler and 
the more difficult selections.— Boston Advertiser. 

A Cyclopedia of the Best Thoughts of 
Charles Dicici ns, compiled by F. G. de Fontaine 
(E. J. Hale & Son), is an excellent and compre¬ 
hensive dictionary of all the good things in the 
writings of the immortal “ Boz.” Mr. de Fontaine 
has done his work with appreciation and thorough¬ 
ness. The subjects are arranged alphabetically, 
thus affording ready reference for those who may 
wish to consult the work for Mr. Dickens’ utter¬ 
ances on any special topic.— Appleton's Journal. 

Aitken’s Science and Practice of Medicine 
(Lindsay & Blakiston).—The author’s plan has been 
carried out to that perfection that the treatise is as 
complete a one as can be found in any language. 
Every department of medicine, whether relating 
to pathology, nosology, diagnosis, or treatment, is 
most elaborately and thoroughly discussed. The 
editor, Dr. Meredith Clymer, has contributed his 
share to the work by many judicious additions to 
the original text, which makes the work particular¬ 
ly valuable to the American practitioner. As a 
whole, it now forms a complete cyclopaedia of med¬ 
icine, and commends itself to those practitioners 
and students who have a desire to perfect their 
knowledge of our art, and gain much of that infor¬ 


mation which is crowded out of the smaller text¬ 
books.— N. Y Medical Record. 

The Busy Bee (Pott, Y. &Co.) is a gem of its 
kind. In binding, typography, and illustrations, 
the book is a model “ juvenile but the story is 
also very attractive. The little human “ Busy 
Bee,” who is occasionally so exasperating and so 
permanently loved, has rarely been more felicitous¬ 
ly sketched than by this tender, humane, and hu¬ 
morous writer. That she loves children is plain ; 
but she does more ; she enters into their natures 
and looks genially at life from their point of view. 
—Boston Globe . 

California ; for Health, Pleasure, and 
Residence, by Charles Nordhoff (Harper) elabo¬ 
rately describes and very copiously illustrates 
scenes on the way to San Francisco and all the 
places of interest in California. There are also 
chapters devoted to mining and other resources of 
the State, while the sanitary and climatic conditions 
of the country are fully considered. It is the full¬ 
est and completest work on California yet pro¬ 
duced; it is trustworthy in its information, inter¬ 
esting on account of its graphic descriptions, and 
altogether it fulfils eminently well the purpose for 
which it was written.— Appleton's Journal. 

Whitney’s Oriental and Linguistic Studies 
(Scribner) betray, says the Tribune, a fulness of 
erudition, a thoroughness of research, a power of 
sagacious criticism, and a high degree of the rea¬ 
soning faculty, which are seldom exhibited even in 
the productions that hold the rank of classics in our 
libraries. . . . The services ofProfessor Whitney in 
his elucidations of Oriental literature, and of com¬ 
parative philology in general, may be considered as 
among the most valuable efforts of American scho¬ 
larship. Not inferior to the Germans in profound¬ 
ness and patience of research, in solidity of judg¬ 
ment, and in breadth of perception, nor to the 
French in quickness of insight and mental alert¬ 
ness and activity, he brings to the discussions in 
which he has obtained so conspicuous a rank, a 
certain practical and comprehensive good sense, a 
freedom from affectation and pedantry, and a home¬ 
bred vigor of expression which perhaps may be 
ascribed in part at least to his American birth and 
discipline. His genius, however, cannot be claimed 
as a national monopoly, but belongs to the cosmo¬ 
politan sphere of thought and letters. 

Woodward and Cates’ Encyclopedia of 
Chronology, Historical and Biographical.— 
Says the Boston Globe : In thinking of the labor 
expended on this work, we have no other word so 
expressive as Dominie Sampson’s “ prodigious !” 
Mr. Woodward devoted twenty years to it, and Mr. 
Cates twelve. The mere printing occupied a year 
and a half, and the reading of the proofs must have 
been a task of great difficulty and delicacy. Every¬ 
thing is condensed to the last point of compression. 
As a book of reference, the volume is not merely 
valuable but invaluable. All Arabia might be de¬ 
fied to produce so many dates. 

Charlevoix’s History of New France.— 
Some eight years ago, Mr. John Gilmary Shea of 
this city, widely known among scholars for his val¬ 
uable and conscientious labors in the field of Amer¬ 
ican history, commenced the publication of a trans¬ 
lation of Charlevoix’s “ History of New France.” 
This translation he accompanied with critical and 
explanatory notes, which shed a flood of light on 
the text. Entirely at home in this field of research, 
Mr. Shea fully doubled the value of Charlevoix’s 
already admirable work by comments and explana¬ 
tions in which he points out the sources of his 
author’s statements, presents many Lets unknown 
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in Charlevoix’s day, and cites numerous documents 
unearthed by modern research which happily elu¬ 
cidate much that would otherwise have remained 
obscure. Mr. Shea’s careful translation is not a 
small part of his labor, and his disinterested zeal 
and scholarly devotion to his themes have here 
produced volumes which fill a gap in our historical 
literature. But the translator’s devotion as a scho¬ 
lar is almost surpassed by his courage as the pub¬ 
lisher of his work, which he has carried through 
the press almost unaided, the subscription list 
never having reached a point sufficient to meet the 
actual cost of manufacturing the volumes. The 
work referred to is among the handsomest ever 
produced by the American press, the sixth and 
last volume, jnst issued, being illustrated like all 
the others with fine steel engraved portraits, valua¬ 
ble fac-simile maps, autographs, etc. We give this 
information for the benefit of historical societies 
and students of American history, none of whose 
libraries should be without the only work which in 
point of fact supplies the early annals of some six¬ 
teen States of our Union.— Nation. 

Off the Skelligs, by Jean Ingelow (Roberts), 
is a novel with a soul in it, that imparts to the 
reader an influence superior to mere momentary 
entertainment; it is not didactic, but it teaches ; it 
is genuine fresh, healthy, presents cheerful views 
of life, and exalts nobility of character without 
seeming to do so.— Lit. World. 

Boarding School Days (Hurd & Houghton) 
is, says the N. O. Times , one of the heartiest and 
most entertaining books for boys, and is not marred 
by extravagance or ill-breeding. 

Revere’s Keel and Saddle (Osgood) is, says 
the Springfield Republican, one of the most enter¬ 
taining books of the year, and susceptible of indefi¬ 
nite quotation for newspaper readers. 

Eliot’s Middlemarch, says the London Spec¬ 
tator , bids more than fair to be one of the great 
books of the world. 

Brassey’s Work and Wages (Appleton), r says 
the World, is one of the freshest contributions to 
the arid plains of political economy that we have 
ever read. 

Barriers Burned Away, writes Rev. T. L. 
Cuyler, D.D., to the author, Rev. E. P. Hoe, is a 
capital production. Many of my friends who have 
read it are delighted with it. It ought to go into 
permanent form. There is room in the world for 
one more good story (and that is yours). 

Novels that Survived the Summer. —The 
past summer has brought us a few stories that be¬ 
long not merely to the enervated and to the heated 
term, but to all good readers and all time. Of 
course George Eliot’s “ Middlemarch ” is first of 
these ; though incomplete, her half loaf is infinitely 
better than no bread, and vastly better than the 
whole loaves of most novel makers. “The Maid 
of Sker ” is another story far too original, humor¬ 
ous and deftly satirical to be buried in the limbo of 
commonplace; it may not be “the greatest novel 
of the age,” as a distinguished Chicago preacher 
calls it, but it is great enough to justify and richly 
reward general reading. Feuillet’s “Story of 
Sibylle,” though not great in any sense, is remark¬ 
able as being a French story without French im- 
movals, at once interesting and clean. Mrs. Oli- 
phant’s Ombra” is quite good enough to be res¬ 
cued from summertide oblivion and preserved in 
the library of select novels.— Bosto?i Transcript. 

Mrs. Whitney. —The Spectator , in a genial re¬ 
view of Mrs. Whitney’s “Pansies,” says: “She is 
one of the most accomplished of American poet¬ 


esses. The poems themselves are perfectly natu¬ 
ral and fresh, and not the less pleasing from the 
genuine womanly character of all that we read. 
Our chief favorite in the volume, which deserves 
in all respects a kindly reception from English 
readers, is ‘ Released,’ for which, as a specimen 
which cannot fail to please', we must find room.” 

Samuel Lover on Miss Havergal’s Poems. 
—Prior to the publication in England of Miss Hav- 
ergal’s delightful little volume entitled “ The Min¬ 
istry of Song,” S-gave a read ng of some of 

the poems to his friend Samuel Lover. Mr. Lov¬ 
er, on sending back the manuscripts, accompanied 
them with an enthusiastic letter, which began thus : 

“ My dear S-, I have to thank you for a great 

pleasure in granting me the reading of the eight 
poems of Miss Havergal. I’ faith ! Miss Haver- 
gal is a clever gal ! Pardon this jocose twist of 
mine on the lady’s name. You know how hard, if 
not impossible, it is for me to be serious. What a 
charming mind is developed in these poems, and 
with how much artistic mastery the development is 
made ? ” The letter closes : “ I shall be glad to 

hear you have gotten the treasures safe back again. 
I kept them a day longer than I ought, perhaps, but 
I could not let them go sooner. Some of them I 
have read several times : one reading won’t do for 
such poetry. Mrs. Lover is as delighted with Miss 
Havergal’s genius as I am.” 

The Rise of the Republic of the United 
States, by Richard Frothingham (Little, Brown & 
Co.), is an important addition to American history, 
being no less than an attempt to trace the develop¬ 
ment of the national life—“ a theme separate from 
the ordinary course of civil and military transac¬ 
tions, and requiring events to be selected from their 
relation to principles, and to be traced to their 
causes.” The volume exhibits indefatigable 
research, and the arrangement of the matter, the 
progress of the narrative, and the compactness of 
the style, prove that the author has not merely 
shovelled his rare materials into a book, but that 
his mind has brooded over them long enough to 
extract their essence and give them shape, connec¬ 
tion, and significance as illustrations of the forma¬ 
tive process of a nation. Such a work is indispen¬ 
sable to all libraries, for it should be read by every 
person who takes an interest in his country’s his¬ 
tory.— Boston Globe. 


LITERARY AND TRADE GOSSIP. 

The Boston fire has affected the book trade but 
little, except it* may have a bad influence upon 
the holiday trade, because so many wealthy pur¬ 
chasers of books will feel poor. Brewer, Tileston 
& Co. are the only firm burnt out, so far as we 
learn.

An important work on American natural history is 
being prepared by Captain C. M. Scammon, whose 
investigations of the whales and porpoises of the 
western North American coast have extended 
through many years. The work is to be very com¬ 
prehensive, including accounts of whale fishery as 
prosecuted in various parts of the world, with statis¬ 
tics of production. Careful drawings of the forms of 
the animals will be given, and a series of views as

“ The Fireside Companion,” will be commenced 
early in January. 

Macmillan & Co. have in preparation, “Ribbon 
Stories,” a new juvenile by Lady Barker, the popu¬ 
lar authoress of “Station Life in New Zealand,” 
“ Stories About,” etc. 

“ In the Golden Shell ” is the title of a child’s 
book, in the press, by Mrs. Linda Mazini, a new 
writer. It deals with Sicilian life and scenery, 
and is likely to prove both interesting and instruc¬ 
tive. It will be issued by the Anglo-American 
publishing house of Macmillan & Co. 

The “ Athenaeum ” justly speaks of Prof. March, 
of Lafayette College, Easton, Penn., as the author 
of the best Anglo-Saxon Grammar we possess.

Louis Ratisbonne, the French poet, says, in an 
acrimonious letter to Victor Hugo: “Can you 
deny that you have injured our literature by ruining, 
as you have done, at least a dozen enterprising pub¬ 
lishing-houses ?” 

A French savant recently included in his cate¬ 
gory of works on natural history the essay on 
“ Irish Bulls ” by the Edgeworths. 

Adam, Stevenson & Co., Toronto, announce 
two new books by residents of their own city. The 
first, an important contribution to the literature of 
the Origin of Species and the Evolution of Life 
Theory, by Prof. Daniel Wilson, of University Col¬ 
lege, entitled “ Caliban, or the Two Evolutions 
the other is by the Rev. Henry Scadding, D. D., 
and is entitled “Toronto of Old, a Series of Col¬ 
lections and Recollections.” Dr. Wilson’s work 
will issue primarily from the press of Messrs. Mac¬ 
millan & Co., London, and the Canadian edition is 
expected to be issued by the end of the year. The 
book takes its title from Shakespeare’s character in 
the “Tempest,” and from Browning’s “Caliban,” of 
both of which, the play and the poem, it presents a 
critical analysis.
